Preamble. 



PART I. 

As TO Leases for Churches, Schools, and G-lebes. 

1. After tlie passing of this Act, Owners of Land in Ireland may 

mate Leases for ever, or for any lesser Period, for Roman 
Catholic Churches, Schools, and Glebes, to Roman Catholic 
Bishops in Ireland and their Successors. 

2. "Wliat shall he the Effect of such Lease, and who shall be 

deemed to he the Successor to a Roman Catholic Bishop. 

3. A Lease made before the passing of this Act may he surren- 

dered, and a new Lease granted under it of the same Land. 

4. Eire Acres shah, he the Limit of a Site for a Church or School 

and Twenty Acres the Limit of a Glebe. 

5. Lease to be void if the Land leased shall be converted to any 

other Purpose than that for which it was leased. 

6. Every Lease under this Act shall be registered within Six 

Months, and after Registration it shall be vahd against aU 
Parties. 

7. A limited Owner shall not lease rmder this Act a Mansion 

House or Demesne Land. 

8. A limited Owner may make a Lease for a Site of a Church 

or School at a nominal Rent when the Site shall not 
comprise more than Two Acres. 

9. Except in the Case mentioned in the last Section, every Lease 

made by a limited Owner under this Act shall reserve the 
best Rent that can be got for the Land. 

10. Buildings and Improvements on the Land, in certain Cases not 

to be estimated in fixing the Rent. 

11. When the best Rent shall not be reserved the Lease shall not 

be void, but the Chairman of the County in which the Land 
shall he situate may increase the Rent, on the Application of 
the Successor.

District for any of the Purposes in the First Section of this Act 
20 mentioned, or for the Purpose of building Chui'ches, Schools, 
or Ptesidences on Lands leased or piu’chased for any of said 
Purposes, and such Roman Catholic Bishop and liis Successors 
shall have Power to accept such Donation or Bequest without any 
Licence other than this Act, and such Donation and Bequest shall 
26 in aU Cases enme to the same Bishop to whom a Lease made to a 
Roman Catholic Bishop and his Successors under the First Section 
of this Act would from Time to Time enure, as is herein-before 
provided.
